They have a Wiry 
stem, grass-like foliage and th 
flowers come in almost all the co), 
ors of the rainbow, growing along 
the stem, They should be plante 
in fairly rich soil, about thre 
inches apart and about two inchg 
deep. Place a little coarse sandy 
the base of each bulb to insyy 
drainage. 

If you wish to have large blo. 
soms, your chrysanthemums shoul 
be disbudded now. Pansy plant 
are ready to set out now. Al 
stocks, snapdragons, columbing 
canterbury bells, foxglove, delphip.

though Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain brought home from Munich 
what he termed a peace pact, he 
shows’ little faith in it.

well-being of California, Some are so 
grotesque, like the Paper Pension Plan 
and the Single Tax proposal, that they 
eclipse the menace of others. 


In this jungle of preposterous leg- 
islation, the voter should not over- 
look the danger in Proposition No. 13 
on the ballot, the Garrison Revenue 
Bond Act. 

That act, if passed, would remove 
the precautionary two-thirds vote now 
required in all bond issues, and permit 
a bare majority vote to authorize bond 
issues for what may be called selt- 
liquidation public works. 

A bond is nothing less than a mort- 
gage, a public bond is a mortgage on 
the taxpayer. 

No person ever mortgages his prop- 
erty or snap judgment. He takes two 
thoughts at least on the subject be- 
fore he committs himself. 

The two-third vote required now 
to authorize bond issues is a means 
of giving the public a second though. 


There is always a certain percentage 
of voters who are ballot Yes-men; an- 
other fraction who are ballot No-men, 
whatever the issue. Between them 
are the voters who judge the merits 
of the case analytically, and decide 
what is best. 

(On proposals involving a mortgage 
on the taxpayers, that is, on bonds, 
that in-between class should be large. 

“Revenue bonds” could be issued for 
any sort of enterprise which the pro 
moters hoped would make money. If 
the project did not make money 
enough to pay expenses and the bona 
interest and redemption fund, the tax- 
payers would be responsible. 

If a project is meritorious it can 
win a two-thirds vote, if not the first 
time, then in a subsequent election.
